Stunned to respectful silence for 
acts by the majesty of 
“Mefistofele” at the Auditorium last 
night, a great audience finally 
found its expression and acclaimed 
the strange production with a fer- 
vor that made it a triumph. 

Through the shifting extent of 
the opera, the audience found itself 
alternately astonished, elated and 
mystified. The wierd score of this 
work of Arrigo Boito, given for the 
first time in Atlanta, runs the whole 
gamut. From music as stern and 
ceremonious as a cathedral masg to 
airs as light and frothy as comic 
opera. Adamo Didur, as Mefistofele, 
took honors with his excellent han- 
dling of the bass role. And Mario 
Chamlee, a new Amefican tenor, 
found himself five thousand 
friends with his singing of Faust. 
Florence Easton was Margherita, 
and her work was admirable—espe- 
cially in the plantive duet with 
Chamlee in the third act—‘Far 
Away”’—Jjust before Margherita’s 
death. 

Staging of Opera. 

The staging of the opera demands 
recognition. It’s too often that the 
master hand that guides the senses 
by his effects is fo%gotten, but the 
splendid series of spectacles that 
greeted the eye Wednesday night 
cannot,be overlooked. Giulio Setti, 
the stage Manager, who satisfies 
the eye with the same efficiency as 
the artists we hear most about, 
Please the ear, must be given his 
just amount of praise. 

From the time the great orches- 
tra dashed into the first queer 
Strains of the overture, the throng 
Was expectant. The blast of brass 
that preceded the rise’ of the cur- 
tain on the prologue, shook the 
Auditorium to its rough old rafters 


‘and left the audience hushed to find 


What new wonder the Metropolitan 
had brought it.

was sustained 


) throughout, rising to the height of 


{ts thrill-power in the Brocken 
scene, with Its weird display of 
Satanic riot. Mefistofele, king of 
the hellish domain, presided over 
the orgies. Imps, Satyrs, witches, 
wizards, he-devils and she-devils, 
disported themselves in the glare 
of the will-o'-the-wisps. This scene, 
with its Satanic fun raging, was 
so keenly effective that the audi- 
ence held its place for full min- 
utes after the curtain had fallen, 
encoring Didur for his excellent 
work, and applauding the mastery 
cf stagecraft. 
. Wave of Astonishment, 

The prolorue scene, too, depict- 
ing the vast regions of space, 
brought the first wave of astonish- 


. ment overthe house and imbedded 
"its effect so firmly in their con- 


sciousness that the rest of the 
opera could have gone its way 
without offering the surprises that 
came. The Ampressiveness of the 
defiance Mefistofele hurled to high 
heaven, and the response that came 
from the mystic choir were reasons 
enough for the prologue. 
Chamlee’s first real opportunity 
went by without a demonstration. 


And this was not because the audi- 


ence had not discovered the excel- 
lent quality and sweetness of his 
voice. Too often eager persons in- 
terrupt an aria to give their ap- 
plause its vent, but they were too 
stunned to commit that breach 
of Wednesday evening. There was 
not a person in the crowd who 
didn’t want to applaud Chamlee’s 
“From the Green Fields,” Faust’s 
first soliloquy. And there wasn't 


SFAMEN REJECT 
BENSON PROPOSAL 


Every Ship Flying U. S. 
Flag to Be Affected If 
Strike Is Not Averted at 
Meet Friday.

Washington, April 27.—Unless an 
agreement is reached Friday, the 
American merchant marine faces a 
strike of 150,000 seamen and en- 
gineers. 

A deadlock resulted Wednesday 
between the ship-owners and repre- 
sentatives of the seamen’s unions, 
when the latter refused to accept 
the proposal of Admiral W.S. Ben- 
son, chairman of the United States 
shipping board, for a 15 per cent 
the the marine 
workers. 

Every ship flying the American 
flag would be affected if the strike 
were called, according to union 
leaders. The Marine Engineers’ 
union already has announced its 
final stand.

Atlantic City, April 27.—The 
United States cannot afford to iso- 
late itself from the rest of the 
world, but must co-operate with 
other countries on a “non-polit- 
ical basis” to restore stable busi- 
ness conditions, A. C. Bedford, chair- 
man of the board of directors of 


‘the Standard Oil Company of New 


Jersey, and Willis P. Booth, vice 
president of the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York, told the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
in annual convention here tonight. 

They pointed out that American 
business cannot find a market 
abroad for its surplus products as 
long as there are unsettled and ab- 
normal conditions in the world. 

Mr. Booth urged that the United 
States co-operate with the allies in 
an effort to settle the indemnity 
Question with Germany. He fur- 
ther suggested that payment of tH® 
allies’ indebtedness to the United 
States be postponed for a period 
paralleling the indemnity  settle- 
ment.

Will Put Out Eye 


E. F. Johnson Rushed to 
Grady Hospital—Owner 
of Pistol Escapes. 


AS a result of a peculiar accident, 
E. F. Johnson, aged 60 years, will 
lose his left eya, according to Grady 
hospital physiclans. 

Mr. Johnson was shot in the eye 
at 2:50 o’clock Wednesday after- 
noon, as he was enjoying a movie 
inthe Alamo No. l,at Five Points, 
when a pistol dropped from the 
pocket of an unknown young white 
man, who occupied a seat on the 
first rowinfront of him, and was 
discharged as it struck the theater 
floor. 

Detective Whitley, who investi- 
gated the shooting, reported that 
Johnson was at the show In com- 
pany with L. M. Crawford, of 51 
West Baker street, and Harry B. 
Jones, of Hapeville. When the gun 
was fired, the theater patrons were 
thrown into high excitement and, in 
the confusion, the owner of the 
gun picked it up and walked out 
of the theater. 

Johnson was rushed to the Grady 
hospital, where it was found that 
he will lose his eye. The porice

NIGHT-RIDING CHARGED 
IN LETTERS RECEIVED 


Sheriff Says Conditions 
Were “Bad,” But Have 
Improved — Killing of 
Officer Starts Trouble. 


Following Governor Hugh M. 
Dorsey’s receipt of positive evi- 
dence from the sheriff of a south- 
west Georgia county tha® two 
negroes had been lynched there re- 
cently and others were being bru- 
tally mistreated, officials an- 
nounced Wednesday night that a 
thorough investigation will be 
made of conditions in that county. 

A pitiful appeal was received two 
weeks ago from a negro who had 
fled from the county. In this letter 
charges were made that “mobs were 
riding every night beating and kill- 
ing negroes,’” and told of an old 
black woman being taken from her 
home and drowned in a_e nearby 
creek. Members of her family were 
so frightened over this and other 
acts, it was stated, they would not 
recover the body for burial. 

Had Been “Very Bad.” 

In addition to this letter, it is 
understood, the governor received 
information: of crimes, and 
he)inquired of the sheriff imme- 
diately concerning the truth of the 
allegations. In reply to his comes 
munication, the county official 
stated that conditions had been 
“very bad’ but were now im- 
proved, mentioning the names of 
sheriffs of three other counties h?2 
had called to assist him. 

The letter tells of the murder 
of two negroes by mobs in the 
county, following the Killing of a 
constable. “The negro that killed 
him just murdered him for no 
cause at all and the same negro 
the next day shot another man 
that was feeding some hogs on the 
river banks,’ reads the communt- 
cation. 

Owing to the investigation, 
names of individuals and the 
county are being withheld by the 
governor, but the sheriff's state- 
ment, with these exceptions, is 
published just as was received 
at the capitol: 

Letter From Sheriff. 

“Yours to hand of the 9th and in reply 
will say that the conditions in this county 
at present ig all wright but have been very 
bad. I had to call on three other Sheriff 
ty assist me in restoring order.

‘The man that was killed was of this 
County and was an officer of the ——

was feeding some hogs on the river banks. 
He got weil, and it is true about the mob 
killing two ‘other negroes that was trying 
to help the Murderous negro to escape. 7 
got the old negro woman away from the 
mob once and kept her in jail for some 
time but 1 couldnt not keep her in jail 
for nothing s> after the mob broke up I 
carried her home or at teast I carried 
ber to the man she was working for in 
the District of this County apd 
Mr. ————— the man she was working for 
told her that if he was her and had _ 
what she had done in regards to shielding 
_- he would get away from there as 
quick as possible for the mob was likely 
to come again and they might get her. 

“So I told her if she did mot want to 
stay down there to come back with me and 
I would protect her but she said that she 
was agoing to stay there. She dindt think 
that they would bother her, so a week from 
that day the mob went down there and 
got her and put her in Creek and 
that is all I know about the woman getting 
the negro man that got killed was 
a relative of I understand and was 
down in the community where — was 
with a repeating shot gun and a stell bullet 
riffel. Some one saw him and advised him 
to get away from down in there with 
them guns because if the mob saw him 
with them guns they would take them, and 
he remarked that they might take what 
there was in them but never would take 
hig guns. So the mob got hold of what 
he said. They went and got him and killed 
him the very same day. There was some- 
thing like four hundred men in the mob, 
but we have them checked now. 

“TIT have done alt that I can do in get- 
ting this and so have all of the 
cthers Officers in adjoining Countys so the 
County Commissioners have appealed to you 
for a reward for his capture. He is a 
desperate negro and should not be at large.”’ 


Letter From Negroes.

Malcolm Tells Ewing 
He’s a “Liar” If He 
Claims Detective Tried 
to Have Bonds Reduced. 


POLICEMEN “FRAMED,” 
SAYS SERGEANT LUCK 


‘Another Verbal Battle 


Comes When Malcolm 
Brings Chairman Sims’ 
Name Into Controversy. 


The council committee’s investi- 
gation of the police and detective 
departments took a long. stretch 
Wednesday afternoon, yawned, and 
awoke from the lethargy with 
which {it has been affected since 
the attorneys for the police began 
their defense. With flocks of po- 
licemen ad detectives. testifying, 
Jack Malcolm, ae sleuth set a 
pace for aggressiveness which was 
followed by subsequent witnesses. 

Malcolm went on the stand with 
fire in his eye and kept his tes- 
timony ata temperature that 
showed that all the fire 
burning there for nothing. Early 
in his testimony he paid his re# 
spectsgto J. O. Ewing, saying that 
if that attorney said that he had 
tried to get any auto thief’s bond 
reduced, he was a liar. “‘Those are 
plain words,” said Malcolm, “and 
I mean everyone of them.” 

Again he testified that the, bond 
in another auto case had been re- 
duced after the alleged thief had 
retained Chairman Walter A. Sims, 
of the investigating committee as 
council. This roused the scrapping 
spirit of Eugene R. Black, who 
firing cross questions, made Mal- 
colm admit that he didn’t know 
that the bond was reduced but 
had just hear it. 

Aggressive on Leaving. 

But -when Malcolm left the 
stand, he left it aggressively, tell- 
ing Attorney Ewing that he didn’t 
appreciate in the slightest his re- 
flections on Chief Poole or any 
other member of the detective de- 
partment. 

He drew the first laugh and the 
first applause of several sessions, 
when hé~ declared that Chie 
Beavers had described him ta be 
as straight a man as there is on 
the force “and,” said Malcolm, “I 
agreed with him.” 

It was Malcolm’s testimony that 
brought the first point scored for 
the defense. Judge Hines was 
questioning him about the reduc- 
tion of a bond in the higher courts 
after it had been fixed at a higher 
amount. Mr. Black objected to this 
on the ground that it didn’t tend 
to show whether or not the po- 
lice department wes efficient. 

Judge Hines promised to con- 
nect this testimony with other 
evidence which would show that 
the detectives were hampered in 
their work by this custom. He fol- 
lowed this up by proving by Mal- 
colm that after an alleged thief 
was captured and while he was 
working on his suspicion that he 
had a nationally known‘crook, the 
bond was reduced and the man 
allowed to escape. 

Take Raps at Solicitor. 
were the policemen 
with Malcolm’s testimony that 
one of the several. Patrolman 
Davises, who testified took sev- 
eral raps at the solicitor-general, 
declaring on one occasion that he 
had made whisky cases and that 
the men he arrested were still un- 
der bond “unless Colonel Boykin 
has released them.” 

And old sergeant, Luck, a white- 
haired veteran of the police force, 
testifying in reference to Patrol- 
men Harrison and Cathey, charged 
with robbing an old negro, grew 
hot and told Mr. Ewing that no 
matter what the police board or 
Chief Beavers or the courts had 
done, he knew personally’ that 
Ewing had framed upon the po- 
licemen in question. 

Otherwise the testimony was a 
succession of statements by  po- 
licemen that they had done every- 
thing possible whenever’ there 
were things to be done, that the 
“chicken house” was a fine and 
respectable place in which to -eat, 
and that Mitchell street isn’t af- 
flicted by bootleggers ahy more 
than any other street of its char- 
acter. 

In the cross-examination of Of- 
ficer Tuggle, 
that while Clyde Smith was under 
indictment as a confedence man, 
the officer had accompanied him 
and Floyd Woodward on a hunting 
trip. Tuggle maintained” fhat he

. ut the radiator wasn’t a clr- 
cumstance as the major attraction 
of the evening. Adamo Didur, the 
eminent basso profundo, furnished 
it. And it wasn’t his singing that 
turned the trick, either, though he 
was never in better voice or dis- 
played more compelling artistry. 

A Great Whistler. 

In “Mefistofele” whenever the 
devil incarnate wants to summon 
his minor demons he whistles for 
the... and Didur showed himself the 
best whistler that has ever appear- 
ed in Atlanta owtside of the Ponce 
de Leon ball lot. 

His technique is marvellous. He 
sticks two fingers in his mouth and 
sounds a piercing shrill that was 
the envy of every newsboy who had 
slipped in the Auditorium.’ There’s 
n> faking about it, no low trick: of 
cunning like the piccolo player pipe 
a whistle on his instrument. Didur 
does it himself and when his voice 
wears out—which the %gods forbid— 
he can whistle on any chautauqua 
circuit that ever heard William 
Jennings Bryan and the Swiss Bell 
Ringers. 

There must be something in a 
name, The first man I saw at the 
opera in which Faust is the prin- 
cipal character was Lewis Morri- 
son, the namesake of the man who 
played the devil more times than 
Joe Jefferson played Rip Van Win- 
kle. 

Barney’s Voice Gone. 

Barney, the punctiliously polite 
Senegambian, who has opened the 
doors of automobiles for more rav- 
ishing beauties than any man on 
earth and who shouts directions to 
chauffeurs, will have to see a voice 
specialist or turn his job over to 
some other functionary who won't 
look nearly as imposing in evening 
clothes. Barney’s voice has de- 
Serted him. If he was a tenor as 
his girth would indicate, his con- 
dition would be tragic, but as it is 
all he has to do now is to lay up 
for a day or two and take rock, 
rye and glycerine, that is if any- 
body will furnish one of the in- 
gredients of that famous old house- 
hold remedy. 

Lee Ashcraft, president of the 
chamber of commerce and a_ few 
other things, was a late arrival, 
probably due to the fact that he 
was wearing a brand new Parisian 
skimmer that probably delayed his 
departure while he was adjusting 
it to his dome.

Pints of Liquor and Big 
Supply of Cans and Bot- 
tles Are Found in Wagon 
Yard. 


As the result of a spectacular 
raid, staged by deputy sheriffs, 
county officers and the city offi- 
cer on the beat, on a wagon yard 
and bottle shop at 185 Peters street 
Wednesday about noon, J. R. Cathey, 
brother of former City Policeman 
Carl Cathey, was arrested and taken 
to the Tower, where his bond was 
fixed at $2,000. Cathey is charged 
with violation of the state prohibi- 
tion law. 

Two negro workmen had been 
hired and as soon as the wagon yard 
was reached the digging started, 
and a fifty-gallidn barrel was un- 
earthed. This barrel was attached 
to a pipe line that led into the 
shed of the yard and was oper- 
ated by a/handpump. When the 
deputies began to pump, the liquor 
began to come into the shed by

Paris, April 27.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The German counter 
proposals on reparations as trans- 
mitted to President Harding . at 
Washington are absolutely unac- 


ceptable, and the French ambassa- 
dor to the United States, M. Jus- 
serand, has been notified to this ef- 
fect. 

The proposals are characterized 
by government officials as “a step 
backward,” and are declared to 


gwive no promise of a satisfactory 
settlement. 

All eyes are turned on Washing- 
ton, where the counter proposals are 
under advisement, but no new fact 
had developed here up to midnight 
to change the situation as it con- 
cerns the attitude of Franse. 

The general feeling is that occue 
pation of the Ruhr region of Germa- 
ny is unavoidable, but it is believed 
in some circles barely possible that 
in some way the Berlin government 
may be made to understand through 
Washington the gravity of the sgitu- 
ation and the essential fact that 
no proposal ean be considered by 
the French government unless based 
on the Paris conditions. 


Vague in Offers. 
It is pointed out In official cir- 


, cles that the Germans in thelr pro- 
ings of their directors to name prasd ° - 


posals are precise in their demands 
and extremely vague in their offers, 
and that what they propose would 
yield to France oniy one-third of 
the French reparationg claims, and 
that only conditionahy. 

The Germans, on the other hand, 
demand: First, release of all pledges 
held by the allfes {in the way of oc- 


cupation or claims upon German 
property abroad; second, that Upper 
Silesia shall remain German terri- 
tory; third, releease from all the 
cost of the military occupation of 
the Rhineland, as well as the evac- 
uation of other German territory. 

This amounts, according to the 
French view to, giving up all guaran- 
tees without any alternative secur- 
ity or definite assurance even that 
the promised amount will be pald. 

Total Is Fixed, ~ 

The reparations commission has 
fixed 132,000,000,000 gold marks as 
the total damages for which repara- 
tion is due by Germany under ar- 
ticle 233, second paragraph; and an- 
nex one, part eight, of the treaty of 
Versailles. 

The commission's decision was 
officially communicated to Dr. von 
Oertzen, of the German war bur- 
dens commission, tonight.

BELGIUM UNRESPONSIVE 
TO GERMAN PROPOSALS. 
Brussels, April 27.—The German 
counter proposals with regard to 
reparations were declared in polit- 
{cal circles hére today to be en- 
tirely unacceptable. It Was point- 
ed out the new proposals did not 
differ materially from those sub- 
mitted by the Germans at the Lon- 
don conference. 


Washington, April 27.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The American gov- 
ernment tonight still was without 
any official information as to the 
attitude of the allied powers with 
respect to Germany’s counter pro- 
posals on reparations. Consequently 
a reply to the communication re- 
ceived from Berlin Tuesday has not 
yet been prepared. 

The views of the allied govern- 
ments are expected to be transmit- 
ted through their ambassadors here, 
with whom Secretary Hughes con- 
ferred Tuesday. None of the en- 
voys called at the state department 
Wednesday, but an Associated Press 
dispatch from Parjs Wednesday eve- 
ning announced that instructions 
had gone forward 
Jusserand to inform the United 
States that the German propositions 
were unacceptable to France. 
was assumed that M. Jusserand 
would make this known officially 
to Mr. Hughes tomorrow. 

Dispatches from Brussels indicat- 
ed that in Belgium the German of- 
fer alsO was regarded as unsatis- 
factory. There was no word as 
to the views of the other interested 
powers. It was understood, how- 
ever, that officials did not neces- 
sarily regard as significant the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in requesting 
its representatives in Berlin to in- 


quire informally regarding the new. 


German offer with a view to mak- 

ing clear the term of years over 

which the payments would run. 
Continue Silence. 

Administration officers continued 
today their policy of silence with 
regard to the whole reparations 
question. It was understood, how- 
ever, that an element of the sit- 
vation which they have under con- 
sideration is an intimation from 
some of the allied governments that 
the mere transmission of the Ger- 
man offer by the United’ States 
would involve the American gov- 
ernment in some measure Of re- 
sponsibility. 

It is believed that the state de- 
partment is not ready to accept 
this view: of responsibility on its 
part, provided its efforts are con- 
fined to a mere transmission of the 
communication without endorse- 
ment of any kind. 

As only three days remain before 
the date set by the French gov- 
ernment for tke beginning of its 
move into additional German. ter- 
ritory. it is expected that a reply 
to the German communication will 
not be Jong delayed. 

President Harding left Washing- 
ton Wednesday on the yaeht May- 
flower for Hampton Roads to be 
absent until Friday but it is not 
thought likely that this will serve 
to delay the American answer, as 
it is understood that the adminis- 
tration’s plans were agreed upon 
at the session of the cabinet Tues- 
day. Should there be any unfor- 
seen dvelopments in the situation, 
the president could be communicat- 
ed with readily by radio. 


GERMANS EXPLAIN 
“ADVANTAGES” OF OFFER. 


Paris, April 27.—The German em- 
bassy here has issued a lengthy 
explanetcry statement regarding 
Ge.many’s reparations offer. It 
claims that the difference between 
the sum offered in Berlin’s last 
proposal of 200,000,000,000 gold 
marks and the 226,000,000,000 gold 
marks under the Paris terms 18 
“but small.”

Washington, April 27.—(Constitu- 
tion Leased Wire.)—Congress is 
nea ra deadlock over the big navy 
plan. 

With the house bent on holding 
the bill down to the figure reported 
by the appropriations committee, 
which is about $400,000,000, plans 
are being made in the senate naval 
committee to recommend the same 
bill’: as last session, carrying %500,- 
000,000. ” 

Although the senate naval atf- 


fairs committee did not consider 
appropriations at its meeting Wed- 
nesday, it soon will do so. Sena- 
tor Poindexter, acting chairman of 
the committee, said it probably 
would report the bill in the same 
form as last session. 

Such:action would insure a bitter 
controversy in the senate, inasmuch 
as Senator Borah and others will 
fight to cut the appropriations. It 
also will insure a renewal of the 
struggie of last session over the 
proposition of holding back con- 
struction of some capital ships and 
using the money thus saved for sub- 
marines and airplanes and the de- 
velopment of a three-plane navy. 

The senate, however, is expected 
to pass a bill carrying a half bil- 
lion dollars if the naval affairs 
committee recommends it. Then 
will come the tug of war between 
the two houses. House leaders 
say flatly they will not stand for 
a penny more for the navy than is 
carried in the house Dill. Presi- 
dent Harding may have to intervene 
to settle the question. The con- 
troversy will be complicated with 
the problem of disarmament.

I am against the thing that 
bears its name today.” 

Truth About Resolution. 


Cold facts about theerevised Knox 
resolution are these: 

It merely gives legislative recog- 
nition to a physical if not a tech- 
nical fact, and means nothing in- 
ternationally. War exists today as 
a legal fiction. It repeals the reso- 
lution of April 6, 1917, declaring 
the existence of a state of war 
with germany, Today we are trad- 
ing with Germany. We have direct 
dealings with the German govern- 
ment. Most of our domestic legis: 
lation valid for the war period has 
been repealed. War can begin with- 
out a declaration and can end with- 
out a treaty. We have been for 
two years and a half in an armistice 
twilight zone. 

The Knox resolution does not bind 
the United States to a policy of sep- 
arate peace. Under the measure, 
it will be left open to President 
Harding to make a separate treaty 
with Germany or to seek modifica- 
tion of the treaty of Versailles with 
a view to bring about its ratifi- 
cation. 

Accordingly, all 
to the United States under the 
armistice, which include repara- 
tions and occupation of German ter- 
ritory, and all rights, powers, 
claims, privileges, indemnities, rep- 
arations and advantages obtained 
for our government or our citizens 
in the unratified Versailles treaty 
are reserved. In the meantime, there 
is no treaty of peace to which this 
country is a part, leaving the legal 
fiction of a state of war a deter- 
rent to international business which 
the Knox resolution cannot reme- 
dy. Democrats generally will op- 
pose the proposition.
